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Town pays tribute to veterans

eterans and non-veterans alike assembled at Agawam’s 

Veterans Green on Nov. 11 to honor and remember the 
men and women who served — and continue to serve — their 
country in war and peace. 

The town’s annual Veterans Day ceremony reminded 
residents of the service and sacrifices made by veterans. 
The holiday fell on Sunday this year, which along with un- 
seasonably warm weather, drew a crowd of more than 40 
people — a slightly larger group than usual — to the brief 
service. 

The town’s 93rd Veterans Day observance began at 10:45 
a.m. with a flag-raising ceremony by members of the U.S. 
Marine Corps. Current and former veterans of various mili- 
tary branches then participated in a wreath-laying service 
at war memorials dedicated to Agawam service members 
killed in World War I, World War II, the Korean War, and 
in Vietnam. 

At precisely 11 a.m., former U.S. Navy veteran Frank 
Pignatare — who served from 1966 to 1971 and a member of 
Agawam Veterans Council that organizes the event — rang 
the green’s memorial bell in the tower. It tolled 11 times to 
mark the day and time in 1918 when the guns fell silent in 
World War I. 

That historic occasion — at the 11th hour on the 11th day 
of the 11th month — became known as Armistice Day and 
it honored veterans of that war. In 1954, Congress changed 
the name to Veteran’s Day to honor all past and present vet- 
erans. 

Honoring family members who served 

Agawam resident Joseph Barrett, along with his wife 
Gina and their 3-year-old son Vincent, came to the green 
following breakfast and church services. Barrett said he

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Power outage causes 
Feeding Hills rollover

gawam police and fire officials respond- 
ed to the intersection of North Westfield 
and Southwick streets just before 9 a.m. on 
Tuesday, Nov. 13, for a two-car motor vehi- 
cle accident that left one vehicle on its roof. 
The female occupant of that vehicle 
— whom police declined to identify — was 
transported to a local hospital as a precau- 
tion, according to Agawam Police Sgt. Tony 
Grasso. The operator of the other vehicle, 
and his young passenger — who were also 
unidentified — were uninjured. 
According to Grasso, the lights at the in- 


tersection were not working due to a power 
outage in the area at the time the accident 
occurred. 

“It appears that both vehicles failed to 
yield at the intersection and that’s what 
caused [it],” he said. 

Witnesses, including an off duty Mas- 
sachusetts State Police trooper, assisted the 
victims until emergency crews arrived. 

Five Agawam police officers responded to 
the area due to the heavy volume of traffic, 
said Grasso. Portions of the roads were shut 
down as police and fire officials attended the 
scene. 

Additional information was not released 
and the accident remained under investiga- 
tion at presstime.

Sewer issue back on 


council

AGAWAM - Despite having voiced con- 
cerns about moving forward with an appro- 
priation for Phase II of the Southwest Area 
Sewer Project, Mayor Richard A. Cohen has 
sponsored a resolution for a $10.5 million 
loan order, which the Agawam City Council 
will likely discuss at its Nov. 19 meeting. 

In an Oct. 23 memo from Cohen to 
Councilor Robert Rossi, chairman of the 
city council’s administrative subcommit- 
tee, Cohen wrote, “As I have stated many 
times during our conversations at committee 
meetings and through our correspondence, 
as our community CEO, I do have reserva- 
tions as to the magnitude of the impact this 
bond order will have on our rate payers and 
taxpayers.” 

He pointed out that the town raised sewer 
rates by 35 percent following the completion 
of Phase I, which would not include the rate 
increase that will be necessary to offset the 
$860,000 abatement the city council granted 
to affected landowners. 

Though he still has a number of questions 
that need to be answered, Cohen wrote that 
he believed sponsoring the resolution would 
allow the council and the administration to 
continue a dialogue on the subject. 

Some of those concerns Cohen wishes to 
see addressed include: the bond order and 
its impact on the fiscal stability of the town; 
the health department’s concerns about the 
number of failing systems in the project’s

target area; the question of mandatory hook- 
ups; the final cost of the project to be paid for 
by the taxpayers and its impact on rate pay- 
ers; the betterment cost established in 1980 
when the town received federal funding; and 
the length of time it will take to complete the 
project for the final phases, where alterna- 
tives may be able to make improvements to 
those in need. 

Phase I of the Southwest Area Sewer 
Project - which involved the installation of 
sewer lines along Route 57 - was completed 
for $1.7 million last year, roughly 50 percent 
under projected costs, said Rossi. 

Phase II of the project will address the 
“most distressed” area of town, he said. 

It will include new sewer lines at the 
southern end of South Westfield Street (from 
the former police academy building to Barry 
Street), on Pine Street, Spruce Circle, Oak- 
mont Place and Barry Street. Sewer lines 
will also be installed in the Bradford devel- 
opment (on Bradford and Meyers drives and 
Tannery Road). 

This loop, once completed, will provide a 
“clear shot” to other areas, said Rossi. 

“It’s crucial to get the second phase done 
because without Phase II, nothing else can 
take place,” he said. 

As to the question of mandatory hookups,

AGAWAM - State Rep. Nicholas Bold- 
yga, R-Southwick, won re-election to the 
State House of Representatives last week, 
defeating Agawam resident Samuel DiSanti 
in the widely anticipated Nov. 6 election. 

Boldyga saw great growth in his battle- 
ground of two major communities and the 
small community of Granville. Two years 
ago, he narrowly defeated incumbent Rose- 
mary Sandlin, a Democrat from Agawam, 
by overwhelmingly winning Southwick, 
Russell and Granville, though losing in 
Agawam. Russell is no longer part of Bold- 
yga’s district. 

This time, Boldyga won Agawam by a 
majority — 7,722 to 5,827 and took the town 
of Southwick by about 2,000 votes. 

The second term representative said he 
kept a very positive campaign and described 
DiSanti’s campaign as the most negative 
campaign he has had to be a part of. 

‘Tve always focused my campaign 
— whether for selectman or state representa- 
tive — on the issues affecting our commu- 
nity; what I wanted to do differently and the 
ideas I brought to the table,” said Boldyga. 
“I just focused on ideas and principles that I 
had. I never focused on personal attacks on 
my opponents.” 

His opponent in this election, however, 
didn’t subscribe to the same campaign men- 
tality.

Boldyga wins another term 


“Negative campaigning doesn’t resonate 
with people,” Boldyga said. “There’s no 
polling or statistical data run like there is on 
the national level, but you hear from people 
out in the community who don’t appreciate 
[negative campaigning] or who don’t think 
it’s right.” 

Moving forward, Boldyga said he is 
happy to be returning to the state house to 
continue to work on the principles that got 
him elected two years ago. 

“T m very grateful to all of my supporters 
who helped stand by me and I have worked 
non-stop since I was elected for the people 
of my district,” Boldyga said. 

The Republican said he has worked 
across party lines with the Democratically- 
dominated state legislature and is willing 
to do whatever is best for his communities. 
In the upcoming term, he said he hopes to 
work on a jobs plan and improve upon parts 
of it that were adopted. The plan originated 
from a Democrat. Boldyga said his other 
principles have included making govern- 
ment transparent and accountable. 

Boldyga has held office hours in his dis- 
trict monthly and has made himself avail- 
able during evening hours to constituents. 
He also writes a recurring column, “From 
the Statehouse” that appears regularly with- 
in the pages of Agawam Advertiser News. 

State Sen. Michael Knapik, R-Westfield, 
who won re-election to his 11th term - the 
fifth time he has run without opposition in 
the past 10 years - lauded Boldyga’s vic- 
tory. 

“T m very pleased to see Nick re-elected,” 
said Knapik. “He’s held the 
line on taxes, and has made 
government accountable. 
There are some scary fis- 
cal realities and I am look- 
ing forward to working with 
Nick on them.” 

Knapik recently gained 
Agawam as a part of his dis- 
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The Boldyga family and their supporters gathered at E.B’s Restaurant 
in Agawam to celebrate the victory of state Rep.

trict. 

In other election news, the residents 
of Agawam voted in line with several of 
the ballot races, but bucked one national 
trend: voters here chose incumbent U.S. 
Sen. Scott P. Brown with 8,207 votes over 
challenger Elizabeth Warren, who received 
6,109. Brown lost his bid for re-election at 
the state level, however. 

Southwick voters favored President 
Barack Obama over Republican challenger 
W. Mitt Romney. Obama took 7,288 of the 
votes while Romney received 6,870. 

Agawam voters followed the state trend 
on the three ballot questions. 


Question 1, regarding new regulations for 
motor vehicle manufacturers, passed with 
10,676 yes votes to just 1,782 no votes. 
Question 2, which would have legalized 
physician assisted suicide, failed at the polls 
with 6,088 yes to 7,801 no votes. Question 
3, allowing the use of medical marijuana in 
the state, passed by a vote of 8,225 yes to 
5,592 no. 

A total of 14,443 of the 16,045 registered 
voters — or roughly 90 percent — turned out 
to the polls. 

DiSanti was not reached for comment at 
presstime.

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All about comfort foods 


Autumn is my favorite time to cook. There 
are so many dishes that make me feel good, 
thus the reason for calling them “comfort 
foods.” One of my favorite meals is baked 
breaded pork chops served with maple sweet 
potatoes and garlic green beans. As are all 
of my recipes, these are easy. 

Although the pork chops 
and potatoes instruct you 
bake them separately, I like 
to bake them in the same 
pan making it an easy clean 
up at night. I line a rimmed 
cookie sheet (or jelly roll 
pan) with a piece of alumi- 
num foil about 3-4 inches 
longer than the length of 
the pan and create a fold 
in the center of the pan di- 
viding it into two sections. 
Pour the prepared potatoes on one side and 
the breaded chops on the other side, with 
or without a baking rack under the chops. 
Toss the potatoes when you turn the chops. 

I like to boil my fresh green beans for 
six minutes and remove them immediately 
from the boiling water, allowing them to 
drain. When ready to serve, heat about one 
teaspoon of olive oil in a small omelet pan 
over medium-high heat. Add green beans 
and sprinkle with a little garlic powder. Toss 
gently until heated through. All three items 
make a very colorful autumn meal. 


Maple Sweet Potatoes - 400° oven 


1 (12 oz.) red-skinned sweet potato 
2 tsp. Extra virgin olive oil 

2 tsp. maple syrup 

Salt and pepper 


Peel potato and cut into 1” cubes. In a me- 
dium bowl; toss potato cubes, oil, and syrup 
until well coated. Line an 8” square baking 
pan with aluminum foil and spray with non- 
stick cooking spray. Arrange potatoes in a 
single layer on foil and salt and pepper to 
taste. Bake on bottom shelf in a 400° oven 
for 30 minutes or until fork tender. Serve 
immediately. Yield: 2 servings. 

NOTE: You may wish toss the potatoes 
half way through baking.

Baked Breaded Pork Chops - 400° 
oven 


1/4 C. Panko bread crumbs 

1/4 C. crushed French Fried Onion Rings 

2 pork chops, 3/4”-1” thick, boneless or 
bone-in 


Combine bread crumbs 
and onion rings and dredge 
chops until well coated. 
Place in a 9” x 9” shallow 
baking pan (broiler safe) 
that has been lined with foil 
and sprayed with nonstick 
cooking spray. Discard the 
unused crumbs. Bake on 
bottom shelf at 400° for 15 
minutes. Turn chops and 
bake for another 15 minutes 
or until juices run clear. 

NOTE: If you choose extra thick chops 
(more than 1”) you may need to bake for an 
extra 5-8 minutes. You may also broil chops 
at the last minute for 1-2 minutes to give 
them a crispier result.

Cohen said he does not support the idea, and expressed con- 
cern that Phase II might only see 128 new users, but Rossi 
said he doesn’t know that that’s necessarily true. In any event, 
he said, Phase I needs to be completed. 

If the resolution is passed, the project will go out to bid 
and town officials “will get an accurate idea of how much 
actual cost will be,’ said Rossi.

usually has to work on Veterans Day, but made it to the obser- 
vance this year for the first time because it was on a Sunday. 

Barrett, a former Marine reservist prior to the 1990-1991 
Persian Gulf War (also known as Operation Desert Storm), 
wanted to honor his fellow Marines. He said Veteran’s Day is a 
meaningful day for him. “It’s an opportunity to thank veterans 
for their service. Thanks to them, we have the freedom to do 
what we want.” 

Tom Sawyer wanted to serve in World War II, but he was 
turned down when he tried to enlist. His brother, however, was 
among those dubbed “The Greatest Generation” for their ser- 
vice in that war. 

“A lot of people have sacrificed time — and lives — to make 
our country a nice place to live,’ said the Agawam resident 
who comes every year to honor the memory and military ser- 
vice of his brother and father. He added that his father suffered 
the effects of mustard gas — a lethal poison — used by the Ger- 
man Army in World War I. 

“This is a day to remember the people who have died for 
us as well as their families. We should do whatever we can to 
honor them,” said Sawyer. 


Sacrifices in war and peace 

Richard Girard Jr., the town’s veterans agent, said the coun- 
try’s next generation needs to realize the significance of recog- 
nizing the many sacrifices veterans make — from risking their 
lives to protect their country to being apart from their families 
for long periods of time. 

Girard said it’s crucial to thank veterans because there are 
less people serving in the military than ever before. 

“That’s why we need to recognize the few who do sign up to 
protect our country,” he said. 

He added that it’s not just those serving overseas who de- 
serve thanks and recognition. Girard said members of the Na- 
tional Guard — including some from Agawam and surrounding 
communities — are now in New Jersey and New York helping 
residents in the aftermath of Hurricane Sandy. 
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Former veterans of various military branches lay 
wreaths in front of memorials dedicated to Aga- 
wam residents killed during World War I, World 
War Il, the Korean War, and in Vietnam.

They were called up “at the drop of a hat” and are still on 
duty in storm-stricken areas. “When the phone rang, these men 
and women answered the call of duty. They dropped every- 
thing to go and help people in their country. It’s important that 
we realize the need to thank them and to show our appreciation 
all yearlong — not just on Veterans Day. “ 


A heartfelt thank you 

In his remarks, Mayor Richard A. Cohen said Nov. 11 is a 
day to “celebrate veterans with honor and respect.” While the 
war in Iraq has ended — this is the first Veterans Day in a de- 
cade that no American troops are fighting in that country — and 
the war in Afghanistan is winding down, he said “history has 
proven” that there is still a need for soldiers. 

“We are here today to celebrate the strength, courage, and 
dedication of our veterans who wielded the hammer of con- 
flict but helped to shape the world for lasting peace,’ Cohen 
added. 

“I want us to not only remember their gallantry on the battle- 
field but also to look at the lasting legacy of strength and ser- 
vice that they brought home with them to their communities.” 

Cohen said post-traumatic stress disorder (PTSD), traumatic 
brain injuries and life-altering war wounds not only affect vet-

erans but also take an enormous toll on their families and loved 
ones. “Sometimes, all veterans need is something as simple as 
a pat on the back or a heartfelt thank you. It should be directed 
with kindness at the veteran or the family member for his or 
her great sacrifice.” 

Aldo Mancini, vice chairman of the Veterans Council, stood 
in for council chair Christopher Sanchez who was unable to 
attend. Mancini, a Vietnam-era veteran, oversaw the morning’s 
events. 


Respect for all veterans 

He said one of his goals — along with others of his generation 
who served in Vietnam — is to ensure veterans returning from 
the Mideast wars are treated properly and get the services and 
respect they deserve. 

“We don’t want them treated the way we were treated when 
we came back from Vietnam. Hopefully, through observances 
like today’s we can explain the valuable services of all veterans 
— regardless of whether or not they served during a war or saw 
any combat.” 


‘Freedom isn’t free’ 

Miriam Andrews served in the U.S. Army from 1987 to 1992 
and saw action in Desert Storm. A former “combat lifesaver” 
trained to assist wounded soldiers, she told Mancini at the end 
of the observance that she appreciates the council’s work to 
organize a Veterans Day ceremony. 

“I come here every year. I also bring my three kids — ages 
12, 15, and 17. It’s important to educate our children about 
Veterans Day — and the idea that freedom isn’t free.” 

She added that she wants her children and other youngsters 
to understand why they have a day off from school — and teach 
them about the cost paid by some veterans. ’’They paid with 
their lives so we could enjoy our freedom.” 

Andrews said her older brother inspired her to enlist in the 
Army. “I remember when he left for boot camp. I was sad, 
but he became my mentor and my inspiration for serving my 
country.” 

She now serves as an inspiration not only for her own chil- 
dren — one of whom plans to enlist in the service — but also for 
her cousins and nephews. “I’m proud of my service and even 
prouder that others in my family want to join the military be- 
cause of me,” said Andrews.

AGAWAM - The Agawam football team 
was looking for a little momentum heading 
into their annual Thanksgiving Day match- 
up. They came up a bit short as they lost 
their final home game of the season against 
East Longmeadow 34-15 last Friday night. 

Agawam got off to a good start after al- 
lowing an early touchdown by coming back 
to tie the score on a short run by Steve Co- 
mee.

Brownies set to face rival West 
Springfield in Turkey Day tradition

AGAWAM - After a much improved season, the Agawam 
football team enters their final game of the season with a bet- 
ter opportunity to end their regular season on a high note. 

Agawam will still not be able to equal their best record in 
five years when they face West Springfield on Thanksgiving 
morning next Thursday, but they will have their best oppor- 
tunity to win in the past three years. 

For the last two seasons, Agawam has faced a West 
Springfield team that has been tournament bound.

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Bird watchers have eagle eye

AGAWAM — Last week, we ran a photo — by Feeding 
Hills resident Randy Ennis — on our front page, asking read- 
ers to identify the bird pictured. 

Ennis, a local bird watcher who often submits to us pho- 
tos of the various species that visit his yard, said he had 
trouble identifying it even with his Audubon’s guide, al- 
though he surmised that it was some kind of female finch. 
At presstime, we received two responses from our readers: 
one from Agawam resident Tracy Nawskon, who said she 
believed the bird was a Pine Siskin (a member of the finch 
family), and another from Marie Mackin, who guessed it 
might be a Pine Warbler 

‘Tm not an expert, but when I saw it, Pine Siskin came 
into my head,” said Nawskon. 

Mackin, however, said the bird looked similar to a Pine 
Warbler that appears at her Feeding Hills residence occa- 
sionally. 

According to the Cornel Lab of Ornithology (www.al- 
laboutbirds.org), Pine Siskins are brown and very 
“streaky” birds with subtle yellow edgings on wings 
and tails. Flashes of yellow can erupt as they take 
flight or flutter at branch tips. Pine Warblers are yel- 
lowish birds with olive backs, whitish bellies, and 
two prominent white wingbars on gray wings. While 
adult males tend to be bright, females and immatures 
are more subdued and can appear to be gray-brown. 

Ennis is still unsure, however. 

“The head and breast/belly appear to be slightly 
yellowish to a very pale green (it’s hard to say), but 
the back mostly tan and brown. Also note the notched 
tail,” Ennis said. “The wing patterns make me think 
‘finch,’ but the dark beak seems a bit sharper than the 
finches I’ve seen. 

“The Pine Siskin has a spotted (almost streaked) 
breast and belly, including the females,’ he said. 
“The Pine Warbler looks very close, but the stripes 
on the wings don’t seem as pronounced. The striping 
actually looks like the lesser goldfinch female, but 
they’re definitely not native to this area; they’re from 
the American southwest, so I’m still stumped.”
